THE PROTECTION OF SHANGHAI 

‘AND THE PANGTSZE PORTS. 

: SERIE anERTEEeE 

We recently stated’that Admiral Fremantie: 
hed recelved ordera not merely to protect Shang. ° 
hal and {ts approaches, but also ‘to prevent, by: 
force-if necessary, th: Japanese fleet from pro- 
ceeding up the Yangtsz:at all, There has been 
‘na official contradiction of this Informatian, and 
we note In a recent issue of the Manchester 
Guardian the following corfirmatton of tt: - 

"A very important plece of news In recard ta 
the understanding between Great Britaln and 
Rasils as to thelr jolnt action in China reichee 
me this evening, I am told that one of the 
{tems of the arrangement In question is that no 
warlike operations will be permitted in any.of 
the approaches to Shanghal, Including the 
north and «outh entrances to the Yangtste 
River, and that warllke operations ara held 
to include the passige of ® hostile fleet 
through these entrances. This declston of 
the two Powers. was notified to the Japanese 
Government, and was at first accepted hy them. 
The practical effect of {t 1s that no attack can bo 
made, not onlv on Shanghal, but on any port or 
place on the Yangtsre River, for no hostile fleet 
can enter that stream, Soon after the Japanese 
victorles, they began te complain of the srrange- 
ment, on the ground that the Shanghal Arsenal - 
was atill at work supplying Chinese troops 
with arms, and they threatened to renounce 
the arrangement and withdraw ‘from {it.. 
They were clearly informed that this 
would not be permitted; bot it was feared 
thet In the national excitement and exnitstion 
of thelr successes the Japanese would defy the 


two Powers and try to sail wo the river and selze | - 


Nanking, and {t was thought that the third 
Japanese Army at Hiroshima was destined for 
thisaperation, Accordingly, Admiral Frerhantle 
collected at the end of last month:= con: fderable 
naval force near the Chusan Islands, which com- 
‘mend the mouth of the river. to be in readiness 
to enforce the mandate of the Powers, while a con- 
siderable Russfan force was collected at Chefoo. 
This movement has been wholly misunderstood, 
It was supposed that Great Britain was golng to 
occuny Chusan, whereas, in fact, the fleet was 
going to prevent warilke operations by the 
Japanese in the Yangtsse, IT understand that in 
this movement, which Is still proceeding, as the 
apprehension of a japness rald has not yet 
passed away, the British and Russian fleets (the 
latter having been largely reinforced during the 
“past two months) acted in perfect harmony, and 
both would have fought had It heen necessary 
to keep the Yangtase free from boatilltias.” 

Commenting on this sut-fect on the rst instant - 
‘the Shangbal Mercury save :—The ‘opinion 
has been current that. although the Japanese 
would be prevented by the Brillsh fleet from 
entering the Yangteze, they might attempt 
to reach Nanking by marching overland from 
some polnt on the const, say, for Instance, 
Chapoo. But wa now learn that the Instructions 
‘Issued by the British Government to Admiral 
Framantla cover thle contlngency ‘ae wells it 
being Held that an overland march fn this dir-c- 
Hoo would hb: MHkely to interfere with British 
Interests in Shanghal. : ’ 


THE BOMBARDMENT OF. 


TENGCHOWFU. 


RECKLESS MASSACRE OF NON-COMBATANTS. 
The following interesting report of the attack 
upon Tencchowfa on the ast ultimo from the 
en of a reilable American eye-witness, Dr. C. W. 
jateer, of the wanton déstraction of the lives of 
deleocelesenon-combatants, was published ia the

sides of the city, Containing in all aboot 2.500 
soldiers, There are no soldiers in the city. 
When the firat few shots were fired I supposed 
tt was the Chinese firing away powder, as they 
'. are wont lo do, for practice, but the sbota belng 
very heavy I went up to the look-out on 
top of the bouse, from which the sea Is in 
full view. I saw.a large vessel passing by 
the clty about half way from the mainland to the 
fatande. Presently another came {n view from 
behind the bluff, and finally a. third, Both the 
forward vessels fired continutsly on the city as 
they passed. The hindmost only fired one or 
two'shots, The gun on the Httle fort on the hill 
fired several shots, as also did some guns, In the 
water city mounted on the wall facing the sea, 
but their balls fell far short in the water. From 
my post of observation I could see every flash 
fram the vessels and hear. the balls whirsing 
over my head or striking the wall near by, The 
TOnpchow College. with Mr. Hayes! house and 
mine, are about 209 yards fram the north wall 
of the clty and dircétly opposite the water city. 
J ‘saw one shot plough into the earth Ina 
garden about 100 yards from Mr, Hayes! house, 
and also saw a shell sulke the wall and burst 
‘with a rleafening explosion about 200 yarda dis- 
tart, Qne shot came through the wall and, 
glancing, demolished a Chinese house about 120 
yards to the east of us, Probably about twenty. 
five shots fell Inthe clty. One shot at least 
went clear over the city and struck nearly a half 
mile beyond it, We have already heard of seven 
orelght houses bel: g struck, two of them belng 
set on fire, One shot struck Miss Moon's yard 
wall, but did ro other damage, Miss Moon 
herself was not ut home. A conalderable 
number of persons were wounded, though 
we have~only heard of one being killed, 
which fs rather» remarkable thing cor- 
sideilng the number of shells that fell In the city, 
None of the vesse’s stepprd, but simply fired as 
they went, and when well past the city’ tarned 
off and steamed nbmb towards Port Arther, It 
{a surmised here that the Japanese came through 
Ho, e¢ Srund looking for. Chinese veasels, which 
have once or twice secteted themselves there for 
& short time, and belng fired on by the fort on the 
north hill, opened not only on the fort but also 
onthe city, The Chinese stoutly deny that they 
fired the first shot, and It is impossible to tel) at 
this writing just how the affray did open, 
. Ittwas' a breach of the laws of war for the 
Japanese to fire In this reckless way and 
without notice on a defenceless city. They’ 
wontd, of course, have been justified In dis- 
manillng, the fort, which they could easily have 
done without tou hing the clly, We bave, of 
course, informed the authorities at Chefoo and 
Hope we m'y recelye a visit from some of them 
to-morrow, We propose to atand by our homes | 
and only ask that the Japanese be required to 
trealus accutding tothe Jaws of clellised war- 
‘fare. : 


THR SRCOND ATTACK, 


When the Japanese tu-ned north on Friday 
evening we sopposed we were done with them for 
the present, but he next day @ Ilttle after noon 
they were discovered iying behind the Islands 
anda little later they steamed out asdf golng east 
towards Crefoo, but presently turned and cama 
up toward the city, and as soon as the foremost 
got within range she opencd fire, the olher vesiela 
follawleg in turn, They made a circle, keeping 
beyond thé range af the pun on the north bill, 

_andas they turned away from us ceased firing. 
We boner they were gone, but they went round 
the cirele and returned firlng as before and 


. gthen steamed off abcut four o'clock towards 


Cheloo, “Ag sron as they appeared Mr. Hayes 
went dowg to the water clly and with the help 
of a military officer there managed to gct a 
sacpan, and taking a white flag and also an 
Amerlcan ileg, put off to try to board one of 
the vesrels and, if possible, make such statement 
_of the facts as would prevent them firing into 
the clly. He wes for a thme In the direct range 
ofthe.jun on the hill and shots fell both before 
and behind bim, He finatly got outside of the 
direct ranve, and keeping on finally got quite 
near ore of the vessels, but no signs or hailing 
_ from him were heeded and, ag they did not stop, 
he of course could vot get clongside. I stood 
on topof the house with an American flag wav. 
ing in full view of them through the whole firat 
round and paitoft'c second. They. seemed to, 
alm most of thelr shots at the tower over the 
gale, and ss our house Jay Ip about the same 
range we gota larger number of shots than any 
spot In the city. One of thé first shots fired landed 
athcll in the earth about forty feet from‘ourhoure, 
A’ few moments later another fell within five 
feet of the first, Half a dozen more went whissing 
over my bead and struck and burst beyond, One 
went so claseto me that J ‘involuntarily dodged 
to one side, which was as ‘nafaral as It wae use» 
less. There was a fascination in watching the 
flxshes and then Istening for the whizslog of the 
shot. But about the middle of ‘the last round I 
concluded T had better get down, {considering 
that {f the house were alruck’ beneath me I might 
be rolled dowa and killed by the fall, Just after 
Tcame down a‘large shel! went into the earth 
about-a hun*red feet east of the housé, and burst. 
ing’ threw, a shower of earth and stones over 
the house. Ta allelght shots struck quite close 
around our house, and six or seven more wlthio 
acouple of hundred yards. Most of the shots 
fell in open gardens, One shot went clean through 
the North ‘Gate tower, but did not sertously 
damage it, At least dory shells fell in the 
clly killing luis of people, and several struck 
the wall, The gun on the north hill fired 
from Ume to time, and Mr. Hayes reports 
that one shot cme within three or four reds 
of the foremost Japanese vessel, The people 
fled In crowds to our houses supposing thatsome- 
how or other'we could’ protect them, The first 
* day's bombardment created a-regular stampede 
from the clly and fabulous prices Were pald for 
any. kind of ccnveyance. The second day 
treble? the panic; men, women and children 
were flylag in all direcitons,. the men carrying 


bundles of clothing and the women hobbling | 


along on thelr little feet dragging thelr children 
after them, All night the city was aatir with 
preparations for moving, and on -Sabbath 
mining multitudes started on foot and otters 
with any cdnveyance that It was possible to pat. 
A Dbilndiog: ssowstorm came on abont ning 
o'clock and continued till late ta the afternoon, 
I) is probabfe that many perished {n the snow, —

Furthermore, 
hed tis fort: been at all formidable, it was 
quite possible for the Japanese men-of-war to 
have concentrated thelr fire upon it and to have 
dismantled dt without a shot golng near the 
defencetess city of Téngchow, Yet what do we 
find? Three Japanese. men-of-war, which were 
never In the slightest danger of being strack by 
the gans of the Chinese, not only bombarded 
the city on Friday, the 18th lnstant, but knowing 
the helpless state of the place were guilty of the 
berbarliy of returning next_day and firing forty 
shells or more Into a densely populated city, for 
no other apparent purpose than that of destroying 
the Ives and property of Inoffensiva non- 
combatants, 

“The reason ‘for an attack being made any- 
where io the nélghhourhood of Téngchow Is more 
Gpparent to us thanit was to the resident forelgn 
missionaries, as we can understand that the 
Japanese wished to make a demonstration on 
the north-west of Shantung [a order ;to ‘draw 
away the Chinese forces fom the esbt’ of the 
province, so that the IandIng of their troops in 
Yuneching Bay could be effected wlth the Jeaut 
possble opposition, That was legitimate wat- 
fare, but this purpose could have been served by 
an altack on the fort sltuated oatside. Téngchow 
cliy, which might have been battered to pleces 
by the Japanese at thelr lelsgre, an the one gun 
mounted there was so Inferlor in range to the 
guos of the mer-of-war that they were never in 
danger from It. i :

CHINA'S AMERICAN AD VISER.

Jobn W, Foster was born in Pike county, Ind., 


| and March, 1836. After bls graduation at the 


State University of Indiana {o 1855, he attended 
the law school at Harvard University, and, 
having been admitted to the Bar, began practice 
at Evansville, Ind, He was bulldiag op a 
good practlce when the Civil War began. 
Mr. Foster at once volunteered into the 
Federal service and was appotnted major 


of the Tweoty-fitth Indiana Infantry Volun-. 


teers, He saw much! hard fighting while 
In ‘service and - rose to the rank of colonel, 
He headed a brigade of cavalry in General 


Burnside's expedition to Eait- Tennessee and |- 


was the first.to occupy Koxville In 1863. At 
the end of the war bis rank was that of briga- 
dler-generat by brevet. During the whole perlod 
of bis soldlersbip he was connected with the 
Western armies of Generals Grant and Sher- 
man, 5 : 


Upon his’ return to Evansville ha edited the 


‘Datly Fournal of that clty, and was:mude Post+ 


master in 1869, He was chairman of the 
Republican State Committee {n the year 1872. 
His first appointment as Minister was to Mexico 
In 1872, to which President Hayes re-appointed 
him, In 1880 he assumed the datles of United 
States Minister to Russta, which be held until 
November, 1881, when he resigned in order to 
give closer attention to urgen’ private business, 
Upon hts return to America in 1881 Colonel 
Foster located at Washineton and established 
himself as an attorney In internatfonal business. 
as counsel for foreign fegations and kindred 
matters before courts of commisstons, arbitrators, 
ete, ; 


President Arthur appointed bim: Minister to 
Spa(n, and ‘he served from February, 1884, to 
March, 1885, when he resigned and returned to 
the Untied States, having negotiated an {mport- 
ant commercial treaty with the Spanish Govern- 
ment, This treaty elicited general discussion, 
and wan strongly opposed {o-the Senate. . That 
body failed to confirm it, and-{t was afterwards 
withdrawn by Pres{dent Clevetand for reconsider. 
ation. Some weeks later Colonel Foster was 
{natracted to return to Spain to re-open negotla- 
tlona for a modified treaty. This mission, how- 
aver, was unsuccessful, and be remained abroad 
buta few. months, Under the admiofstration of 
Harrison, Foster was connected with the State 
Department in a minor capecity until on 2zoth 
June, 1892, he was nominated to be Secretary 
of Stateto succeed Mr, Blaine. He was at once 
confirmed, } 


Colonel Foster {@ now counsel of the 
Chinese Legation in Washington, with = salary 
of $20,000 a year. He fs a warm personal 
frlend of Chang, one of ‘the Chinese pleni- 
potentlarfes, and hae for some time carried on 
aprivate correspondence. with that official. It 
iq supposed that H. E, Chang's confidence in 
the diplomatic skill of Colonel Foster led to his
